brative unity, a few brief Inven­ 
tories of our national well being are 
in order. Of course, man naturally 
bases much of the measure of his 
gratitude 
on 
material 
blessings, 
hence It is necessary to mention a 
few retarding factors along with 
Items of progress as we look back 
over the months 
1946 finds the United States with 
the lowest percentage of its total 
population in history residing on the 
land—slightly less than 18 per cent. 
This should be a matter for alarm. 
In literal material terms It means 
more and more dependence on the 
farm s of foreign nations for foods 
which .should and could lie pro­ 
duced here on our own farms. Tt 
means increasing losses of self­ 
sustenance. 
Cereal crops are reaching record- 
breaking totals this year, with wheat 
sufficient 
to 
p e r m i t continued 
heavy shipments to the needy of I 
other lands. This is a fact for no j 
Inconsiderable gratitude. 
After several lean years of fruit ' 
production, orchards arc yielding 
excellent crops of apples and peach­ 
es. There Is still room for expan­ 
sion of all stone and pome fruits 
in the East, as consumer demands 
are far above supplies, despite a n ti­ 
quated distribution methods which 
perm it too great a price spread be­ 
tween the grower’s orchard and the 
consumer's dining table. 
In fats and oils we remain d an ­ 
gerously under-produced. We are 
normally near the Import-level in 
dairy products even when interna­ 
tional affairs do not disrupt trade. 
We continue safely sufficient In lard, 
although prospects for the next year 
are 
not extremely favorable. 
In 
vegetable oils domestic consump­ 
tion is far above domestic produc­ 
tion. And while we have much to be 
thankful far In the realms of essen­ 
tial fats and oils, our gratitude 
should not obscure the stern truth 
th at we need Increased production 
of these materials In the Immediate 
years ahead. 
We are producing less than half 
the wool needed to provide our 
woollen fabrics and rugs. Wool im ­ 
ports for the last five or six years 
have averaged well above 700 million 
pounds annually. This offers op­ 
portunities to double the number of 
sheep on our farms. National se­ 
curity can scarcely be associated 
with a great people dependent on 
outside sources for an article so im ­ 
portant to well being as wool. 
Vitals facts about our meat supply 
have beeif so prominently in public 
discussions In recent weeks th a t no 
comment on Hie subject is necessary. 
In the ten-year period before the 
recent war began we consumed an 
average of 103 pounds of sugar per 
capita In the United States while 
we produced only 29 pounds per 
capita. The difference was imported. 
Sugar beet can be grown In alm ost 
all parts of the country; sugar cane 
in several southern states. Here, 
again, is a matter of concern, an 
opportunity to improve our domestic 
security. 
^ 
All In all, Thamksgiving of 1946 
finds us with more reasons for na 
tional gratitude than any 
other 
nation on earth. And the same re a­ 
sons imply responsibilities 
which 
every citizen should face intelligently 
and resolutely.

OLD FASHIONED 


“MOCK ORANGE" 


FOR BACKGROUND 


The old-fashioned, sweet 
mock 
orange, 
Philadelphus 
coronarius, 
has been grown in American gar­ 
dens since Colonial days, mingling 
its fragrance with that of the old 
roses, spice pinks, and other fra­ 
grant flowers says 
Gisela Orimm, 
former Gettysburg resident, writing 
in the New York Herald Tribune. 
Although there are many new 
types of mock orange 
available to 
gardeners, there are many who pre­ 
fer this old type to all others. It 
is a tall shrub, growing as high as 
ten feet, and when in bloom In late 
May or June Is a fountain of small, 
creamy-white blooms, which fill the 
air with their strong fragrance. Of 
rather leggy growth, it is best used 
to the back of the shrubbery border, 
faced down with some lower, more 
spreading shrub. 
There are mock oranges, such as 
Philadelphus 
grandiflorus, 
which 
are showy In bloom but have no 
fragrance. In the writer s opinion a 
mock orange without fragrance is 
a mockery, and there is no excuse 
for planting 
the 
scentless 
ones 
when there are so many fragrant 
sorts of varying height and m an­ 
ner of growth and bloom to fill 
every 
need.
